HE one statement that can be 
made without fear of contra- 
diction from anybody is 

that— as far as puberty and the 
problems of the teenage years are 
concerned, we al/ go through it, 
regardless of nationality, sex, where 
we live, or what our parents do for 
a living! 

Puberty can raise its head at any

_ Several days later, the womb recog- _ 
nises there isn’t going to be a preg- 
nancy and, in its turn, begins to push 
out its spongy lining through the 
cervix (or neck of the womb) into 
the vagina. And the blood you see 
appearing is your period! 

It may last from 2 to 8 days, and the 
normal amount of blood you lose, 
though it can sometimes seem a lot, 
especially during the first few days, 
is actually very little. 

Once your period has stopped, 
the whole process begins all over 
again with the egg preparing to leave ~ 
the ovary, and so on. But it’s Day 7 
of your period that counts as the 


for girls, and 12 and 14 for boys. But 
that’s just an average. 

Some people start as early as 9, 
or as late as 18. There’re no set rules, 
it just begins when your body starts 
to produce perfectly natural chemi- 
cals called “hormones.” 

To any young boy or girl all this 
sounds horrendous — but it’s not! 
It’s all a perfectly natural part of grow- 
ing up. 

So, what are the signs you should 
look out for, so you'll know all this 
is about to happen? 

Well, there’s a chance you'll grow 
in height and probably quite quickly 
put on a bit of weight. Your hips will

But for a girl, the biggest and 
most dramatic change definitely 
comes when her periods begin.

You have two ovaries, and every 
month an egg (or sometimes two) 
is released from one of these. It’s 
tiny.

HOW TO COPE ... 


How you cope with the blood flow, 
itself, is largely a matter of choice. 

At first your mum will probably 
suggest you use sanitary towels like 
Panty-Pads. These are simply wads 
of absorbent cotton with an adhesive 
strip on the back which stick on to 
your own pants. There are dozens of 
different makes on the market, some 
so slim you can even wear them with 
a_ bikini! — but the inconvenient

Their 
disadvantage is that some girls find 
them difficult to insert to begin with. 
Whichever method you use is up to 
you (with a little help from your 
mum!), but both have to be changed 
regularly — as much as 4 or 5 times 
a day, depending on how heavy your 
period actually is.

If you’ve got an old chair in your room that you’re really fed 
up with, don’t despair. Upright, hard-backed chairs often have 
seats that can be removed (with a little bit of strength and 
effort!), in which case you can cover it with some pretty cotton 
fabric. 


Cut out a square that’s about 4 inches wider than the seat all round, then lay the 
fabric on the seat and pin the material at the corners so that the fabric fits well. 
Remove the fabric from the seat and sew the corners in place, then fit the cover back 
on the seat and put the chair back together again. 

If you use the same material to cover your bed, the two will match and even look 
quite professional! 

Any old, faded armchair can take on a new lease of life if you use your imagination 
a bit. Try dyeing another sheet and draping it artistically across the chair to form a 
loose cover. It won't look as if it’s been fitted professionally, and there'll be a few 
wrinkles here and there, but that doesn’t matter at all. The main thing is to make it 
look more attractive than the criginal.
